Flue-cured  Holdings  Lower  Compared  With  Previous  October  1 ; 
Burley,  Maryland,  and  Turkish  Higher 

The  auction  "sales  for  the  1950  flue-cured  tobacco  crop  "began  in  July,  and 
producers  marketed  around  780  million  pounds  during  the  quarter  -  slightly  less 
than  was  marketed  "before  October  1  last  year.  .  Stocks  of  flue-cured  leaf  in  the 
hands  of  dealers  and  manufacturers  totaled  1,857  million  pounds  compared  with 
stocks  of  1,9^1  million  on  October  1  a  year  ago e  '    .-.■ 

Burley  tobacco  holdings  were  up  22  million  pounds  compared  with  a  year  ago  and 
established  a  new  record  high  carry-over.  Holdings  this  October  1  totaled,  99& 
million  pounds  compared  with  97^  million  in  stocks  a  year  earlier.  Disappearance 
of  Bur ley  tobacco,  as  indicated  by  production  estimates  and  changes  in  stocks, 
also  .reached  the  -highest  level  on.  record  during  the  .marketing  year  October  19^9"* 
September  1950,  totaling  '538  million  pounds  compared  with  53^  million  during  the 
previous  year.-   Indicated  domestic  consumption  was  around  k^S   million  pounds,  a 
gain  of  9»0  million  pounds,  while  exports  were  approximately  the  same  during  the 
past,  two  marketing  years, 

Maryland  tobacco  stocks  of.  59*8  million  pounds  increased  5*8  million. above  last 
October  1  for  the  largest  carry— over  on  record.   Marketing  of  the  19^9  crop  of 
approximately  ^1  million  pounds  was  completed  in  August,  During  the  marketing 
year,  October  19*+9-Sept  ember  1950,  disappearance  of  Maryland  tbbaccb  was  35*2 
million  pounds  as  compared  with  37cO  million  during  the  previous  marketing  year* 
Indicated  domestic  consumption  was  around  28,0  million  pounds,  about  the  same 
as  during  the  previous  marketing  year,  while  exports  were  less. 

Stocks  of  Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other)  as  of 
October  1,  1950  were  reported  as  1^1.7  million  pounds  or  7»5  million  above  the 
inventory  a  year  earlier, 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire-cured  and  Dark  Air-cured  Stocks  Show  Increase. 

Fire-cured  tobacco  stocks  were  up  7»5  million  pounds  from  the  previous  October  1, 
amounting:  to. l6Ue 7  million  pounds  on  October  1,  1950*  Holdings  of  each  type  of 
fire-cured  leaf  were  larger  than  a  year  ago.   Stocks  according  to  types  were  22,9 
million  pounds  of  Virginia  fire-cured,  95»&  million  of  Eastern  District  fire- 
cured,  U5.8  million  of  Western  District  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  fire-cured,  and 
0,3  million  of  Henderson  stemming  fire— cured.  Disappearance  of  fire— cured 
tobacco  during  the  past  marketing  year  ending  September  1950,  was  6^,6  million 
pounds  compared  with  78,6  million  during  the  previous  marketing  year.  All  the 
decrease  resulted  from  a  smaller  volume  of  exports  which  totaled  about  29«0 
million  pounds  during  the  past  marketing  year  compared  with  ^3*2  million  the 
previous  year.  Domestic  consumption  was  indicated  to  be  about  35  million  pounds 
both  years. 

Dark  air-cured  holdings  on  October  1-  amounted  to  .79*8  million  pounds,  an  increase 
.of  5«7  million  over  a  year  ago,  and  were  at  the  highest  level  in  recent  years. 
Larger  stocks  of  Types  35  an(i  3&  accounted  for  the  increase  as  stocks  of  Type  37 
were  reduced  slightly  from  a  year  ago„   Stocks  of  dark  air-cured  as  of 
October  1,  I95O  consisted  of  U2.0  million  pounds  of  One  Sucker  tobacco,  3^«S 
million  of  Green  River  and  3.0  million  of  Virginia  sun-cured.  As  indicated  by 
production  estimates  and  changes  in  stocks,  disappearance  of  dark  air-cured  tobacco

CIGAR-LF.AF  STOCKS 

Domestic  Grown  Cigar  Leaf  Stocks  Larger? 
Foreign-grown  Stocks  Lower  Than  On  Hand  A  Year  Ago 

Stocks  of  all  types  of  cigar-leaf  .totaled  353°0  million  pounds  (farm- sales-weight) 
as  of  October  1,  1950  compared  with  33°° 3  mHHon  a  year  earlier.  Puerto  Rican 
tobacco  was  the  only  major  domestic  type  with  a  lower  level  of  stocks  compared 
with  October  1,  19^90  Foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  holdings  of  17<>5  million  pounds 
(unstemmed  equivalent)  were  down  2oJ  million  from  a  year  ago. 

Cigar-filler  stocks  including  Puerto  Rican  were  19^»9  million  pounds  compared  with 
185. 0  million  a  year  ago.  Holdings  of  Type  hi    compared  with  the  previous  October  1 
stocks  were  up  9oS  million  pounds,  Types  *+2~UU  stocks  increased  201  million, 
whereas  Type  H6  stocks  declined  2.0  million.  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  tobacco  stocks 
on  October  1,  1950  were  115.8  million  pounds,  Ohio  filler  types  were  28o0  million, 
and  Puerto  Rican  stocks  totaled  51*1  million.  Of  the  Puerto  Rican  stocks,  27»1 
million  pounds  were  located  in  the  Continental  United  States  and  2^.0  million  in 
Puerto  Rico,,  Rased  on  production  estimates  and  changes  in  stocks,  indicated  dis- 
appearance of  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  tobacco  during  the  past  year,  October  19^9- 
September  1950,  was  ^8.1  million  pounds  compared  with  53«7  million  during  the 
previous  year;  Ohio  filler  was  7o9  million  pounds  compared  with  8„9  million;  and 
Puerto  Rican  filler  was  27o0  million  pounds  compared  with  Hi. 9  million.  Much  of 
the  decrease  in  Puerto  Rican  disappearance  "was  the  result  of  smaller  exports  during 
the  past  marketing  year. 

Stocks  of  cigar  binder  types  this  October  1  were  135.1  million  pounds  which 
represents  an  increase  of  110S  million  from  a  year  earlier.  Most  of  the  increase 
was  shown  in  holdings  of  Types  52  and  55t  ^u*  stocks  of  Types  51  an(i  5^"  were  also 
larger  than  a  year  ago,  Binder  type  stocks  as  of  October  1,  1950  were  divided  as 
followss  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  27«7  million  pounds,  Connecticut  Valley 
Havana  Seed  2UC9  million,  Uew  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed  1.5  million, 
Southern  Wisconsin  1+0.1  million,  Northern  Wisconsin  Ho«8  million,  and  Georgia  and 
Florida  binder  0.1  million  pounds.  Disappearance  of  binder  tobacco  during  the  past 
marketing  year,  amounted  to  H9.6  million  pounds  compared  with  62.2  million  during 
the  previous  year.  Reduced  exports  during  the  past  marketing  year  accounted  for 
much  of  the  decrease  in  disappearance. 

Stocks  of  Shade-grown  cigar-leaf  were  23«0  million  pounds  as  of  October  1,  1950 
compared  with  21.9  million  a  year  earlier <>  Holdings  of  Connecticut  Valley  Shade 
totaled  13.7  million  pounds  and  Georgia-Florida  Shade  9.3  million.  Stocks  of  each 
type  were  slightly  larger  than  a  year  ago. 

Cuban  (Havana)  tobacco  stocks  totaled  16.4  million  pounds,  a  decrease  of  3*2 
million  from  the  previous  October  1  level9  Stocks  of  Sumatra  and  Java  leaf  were 
slightly  larger  than  a  year  ago,  totaling  0.9  million  pounds.  Philippine  Islands 
(Manila)  holdings  were  0.2  million  pounds  and  other  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf 
stocks  less  than  0.1  million.
